Certiorari. 


CERTIORARI is an original writ, iſſuing out of the 
court of chancery, or the line's bench, directed in the 
ing's name to the judges or officers of inferior courts, com- 
manding them to cer/ify, of to return the records of a cauſe de. 
pending before them, to the end the party may have the more 
ſure and ſpeedy juſtice, before the king or ſuch juſtices as he 
all aſſign to determine the cauſe. | . 
The juſtices of the peace may deliver or ſend into the — 
bench, indictments found before them, or recognizances of the 
peace taken before them, or force recorded by them, without 
any certiorari. | 

A certiorari lies in all judicial proceedings, in which a writ 
of error does not lie; — it is a conſequence of all inferior ju- 
riſdictions erected by act of parliament to have their proceed- 
ings returnable in the king's bench. 

And therefore a certiorari lies to juſtices of the peace, even 
in ſuch caſes which they are impowered by ſtarute finally to 
hear and determine, 

If a certiorari for the removal of an indictment before juſ- 
tices of the peace be not delivered, before the jury be ſworn for 
the trial of it, the juſtices may proceed. 

No certiorari ſhall be granted, to remove any conviction, 
judgment, &c. unleſs it is applied for in fix calendar months, 
and fix days notice are given to the juſtices, to ſhew caule, if 
they think fit, againſt ifuing the certiorari. 

If a ſuperſedeas come out of a ſuperior court, to the juſtices, 
they ought to ſurceaſe, altho' the /uper/edeas be awarded againſt 
law; for they are not to diſpute the command of a ſuperior 
court, which is a warrant to them, | 

Every return of a certiorari ought to be under ſeal.—And 
altho' the caſtos rotulorum keep the records, yet muſt the juſtices 
to whom it is dirgQed, return the certiorari; and therefore if 
it is directed to the juſtices of the peace, and the clerk of the 
peace only return it, nothing is thereby removed.

treaſurer, or barons of the exchequer; and for the ſecond

the proprietor or maker of ſuch candles ſhall be liable to; the 
offender to be ſtopt, detained, and conveyed by the ſaid of.

Annoyances to the prejudice of particular perſons, are not 
puniſhable by a public proſecution as common nuiſances, but 
are left to be redreſſed by the private actions of the parties 
aggrieved by them 55 

If it is a public nuiſance, the law hath provided an apt re- 
medy, by preſentment or indictment at the ſuit of the king, 
in the behalf of all his ſubjects.

except only for the uſe of ſeamen, after the rate of two gallons

tea, or zolb. of coffee, or any prohibited goods, ſuch veſſel 
with its cargo ſhall be forfeited. 

If any perſon after October 1, 1784, whether on ſhore, or 
at ſea, ſhall maliciouſly ſhoot at any ſhip belonging to his Ma- 
jelty's navy, or in the ſervice of the cuſtoms or exciſe, within 
the limits. of any port, or within four leagues of the coaſt ; or 
ſhall maliciouſly ſhoot at, maim, or dangerouſly wound any 
officer of the navy, cuſtoms, or exciſe, in the execution of his 
duty, he ſhall ſuffer death as a felon.
